Mr. Logan made a feel- 
ing speech of thanks, but deciiued, eay- 
iLg tiie place was not to his taste and he 
believed he could be more useful in his 
pres(>nt position.

WASHINGTON, D. C., December

A PRETTY story is told about Nellie 
Arthur. 
Nearly two years ago, while 
the ex-President was out driving with 
his daughter, the horses very nearly 
trampled upon a little crippled colored 
girl ont by the boundary. The child 
was not injured, but wa^ badly fright- 
ened, and Miss Nellie's sympathies were 
very much excited. 
The President 
gave the cripple's mother a $5 bill and 
considered the mattered settled, but his 
daughter did not, and the next day sent 
out her solace in the form of a bouqunt 
and a bundle of playthings. 
Seldom 
thereafter did the President's carriage 
go that way without bearing other 
gifts, and, although Miss Nellie is at 
school in New York among new scenes 
and associations, she does not forget 
her protege, for a little while ago there 
came a packasre of playthings and con- 
fectionery by express for the cripple. 


THOMAS M . WALTER, architect of the 
United States Capitol extension and of 
Girard College, lives in Philadelphia, 
and is described as the most methodic- 
al of men. He is now engaged on the 
new City Hall in that city. 
Although 
verging closely on to eighty years of 
age, he is yet able to produce drawings 
the details of which are as carefully 
prepared as though he were half as old 
as he is. Punctually every morning, 
at 9 o'clock, his tall figure can be seen 
entering the City Hall, and just as 
punctually at 4:30 in the afternoon he 
leaves. A watch can almost be regu- 
lated by his movements. 
His penman- 
ship, too, is indicative of his character- 
istics. Every letter is formed with the 
utmost care, and each word is separat- 
ed by precisely the same sized blank 
space. All his expenditures, even for 
postage stamps, are carefully noted 
down in a memorandum book. 


ONE of the most notable features of 
the recent convention of Jewish min- 
isters in Baltimore, apart from the 
foundation of a Jewish School Associa- 
tion, was the resolution to publish an 
English praj er-book for the home use 
of women and children. It is to con- 
tain a selection 
from the Hebrew 
prayers of the synagogue, 
together 
with original prayers and meditations 
in English for those numerous episodes 
of the home life for which the public 
ritual does not provide. To a people 
which has always striven to sanctify 
the happy or somber events of the 
home circle with religious meditation, 
such a book is almost a necessity. 
There are many such in the German 
language, but there exist, so far, only 
one or two in English. The commit- 
tee intrusted with the work hope to 
have the book ready for publication by 
the next meeting of the association in 
April. 


I SUPPOSE if any one was to ask, 
"Who is the biggest man in Bostoti ?" 

"Phil- 
lips Brooks"—the biggest man men- 
tally, morally, and physically, writes a 
newspaper correspondent. Few, how- 
ever, ever experience his size by being 
alone in the room with him.

amonnts to $61,000^600 (calling the con- 
sumption of this country $14,000,000, 
as per Burchard), while the present 
rate of supply from all the mines in 
the world is $93,000,000, leaving only 
$32,000,000 for use as money. In other 
words, says the Chicago Tribune, the 
entire amount left for coinage does not 
equal the product of the United States 
alone. But the United States retains 
all the gold produced here and is draw- 
ing steadily on Europa 
From July, 
1884, to July, 1885, we imported about 
$18,000,000 more gold than was ex- 
exported during the year, and in the 
years l880-'l-'2-'3-'4-'5 the imports of 
gold exceeded the exports by 183 mil- 
lions of dollars. There is also a steady 
movement of gold, from Europe to In- 
dia. In 1884 the excess of this im- 
portation of gold over the exportation 
is stated to be $26,000,000. Thus India 
and the Uunited States took from Eu- 
roupe last year $44,000,000 of gold, 
while the total supply of that year 
available for coinage amounted only 
to $32,000,000. It is somewhat singular 
that two silver-using countries are ab- 
sorbing from Europe $12,000,000 an- 
nually in excess of the total amount 
available for use as money. But the 
gold-standard countries are also suf- 
fering the loss of abrasion, which in 
Europe amounts annually to one sov- 
ereign out of 3,000, and one-half sov- 
ereign out of 1,800. Then, too, the 
English sovereign is being used to a 
great extent in the currencies of Brazil, 
Portugal, and Egypt, only to be re- 
turned to Great Britain when its value 
is endangered through loss of weight 
Under these circumstances it is no 
wonder that 
gold is 
appreciating 
rapidly in England, and it is difficult 
to see how that country can endure the 
squeeze of monometallism much longer. 
The theory that gold used as jewelry 
will return to the melting-pot and 
thence into circulation is manifestly 
deceptive, since in these forms its value 
consists largely of the labor expended 
on it, and this would be wholly lost in 
coining it into money. 


ONE result of the present fashion of 
illustrating daily newspapers, a fashion 
which will in time be restricted to its 
proper and protitable limits, must be 
to produce in this country a number of 
able caricaturists. 
Scores of artists 
and engravers who never had opportu- 
nity in the past are now afforded a 
chance to show the stuff in them; and 
it is safe to assume that, out of the 
many, the few will show talent. An 
occasional clever thing in the newspa- 
pers gives indication already of the 
development in new men of the carica- 
turing faculty, and that there will soon 
be numerous additions to the Xasts and 
Keppl«rs appears a matter of course. 
To become a clever caricaturist re- 
quires a natural gift in that direction, 
but it is also largely a matter of training. 
The case of Keppler of Puck affords 
an illustration. 
He was in 1872 mak- 
ing pictures for a Puck in St. Louis, 
a German publication, with tolerably 
good work artistically considered, but 
with illustrations conveying ideas as 
vague and clumsy as a joke in Die Oar- 
ifmlaiwe. Just after the nomination 
of Horace Greeley to the Presidency 
and Gratz Brown to the Vice Presiden- 
cy, Keppler was applied to to make a 
caricature for an English newspaper 
illustrating the absurdity of nominat- 
ing a strong protectionist and a free- 
trader on the same ticket. 
Keppler 
could scarcely catch the idea, but when 
that of a double-headed centaur, a head 
at each end of the beast, with legs gal- 
loping in opposite directions, was sug- 
gested to him, he made readily a 
sketch, remarkable for its strength and 
grotesqueness. It seemed the begin- 
ning of good caricature with him. 
Just such a start is being given a great 
many artists, and that they will rapidly 
develop striking ideas of their own can 
hardly be doubted. 


D R . FERRAN, the Spanish discoverer 
of the cholera vaccination, is a most 
enthusiastic disciple of M. Pasteur, to 
whom he gives all the honor of his dis- 
covery. 
In a recent letter to the 
French scientist, Dr, Ferran attests 
that the results of the cholera vaccina- 
tion are becoming more apparent ev- 
ery day among all classes of society, 
and that wherever he has tried his ex- 
periment he has been highly satisfied 
with its result. Dr. Ferran concludes 
his letter by sayin«;;: "The two most 
eminent men who have been given to 
humanity, are Christ, who brought us 
moral redemption, and Pasteur, who 
has given us the laws which must lead 
to our physical redemption." 


A Boston paper says that it knows a 
man who has the rheumatism, which 
has treated him in the most cruel man- 
ner; and yet there is no end of the 
things that man has done for that rheu- 
matism.
